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Interview With The Adapter: 

A Conversation With Faye Perozich 


Q: Why The Vampire Lestat ? 

A: I was talking with David 

(Campiti, Innovation President 
& Publisher) one night, and he 
asked me if there were any 
novels that I thought I'd like to 
do as a comic series. At the 
time, I was looking at my 
bookshelf, and The Vampire 
Lestat seemed to be looking 
back. 

Q: Have you always been a fan of 

Anne Rice’s work? 

A: Yes, from when I first read 

Interview With The Vampire 
many years ago. But it was 
Lestat that hooked me. 

Q: What was it about Lestat in 

particular, as opposed to just 
any vampire story, that made it 
stand out? 

A: The fact that it had the 

historical, gothic elements that 
seemed to be so essential to the 
vampire mythos. It also 
brought that into present times. 

I thought a vampire rock star 
was a wonderful concept, and I 
knew that the comics industry 
was ready for a modern vampire. 

Q: Did you have any idea that the 

comic adaptation would sell as 
well as it did? 

A: Yep. 

Q: O.K., then, let's talk a little 

about the visual aspect of the 
book... 

A: Yes, there is one. 

Q: I know that, but how did 

Daerick Gross get the job? 

A: We got samples from dozens of 

artists, and he was the only one 
who came close for me. He 
was the one who was willing to 
put the time necessary into the 
project, working to not only my 
design specifications, but to 
Anne Rice's visual specif¬ 
ications as well. 

Q: As I understand it, you design 

the adaptation from the novel 
into the comics page? 

A: Yes. When I do the scripts, not 


only is the action very 
specifically detailed in words, 
but I also include rough 
sketches (that no one will ever 
see!) and also detailed 
descriptions of the bizarre 
backgrounds and design 
elements that seem to crop up 
everywhere in the series. 

Q: One more question about 

Daerick...is it true that he 
always paints in the nude? 

A: Well, Yve never seen him with 

his clothes on.... 

Q: The second issue was 

dedicated to Harlan Ellison. 
Why? 

A: I thought it was only fair since 

he's nice enough to call me and 
read me every bad review of 
the series. No, actually he's a 
good friend and I love him 
dearly, and it was just a way to 
let him know. He was, after all, 
my inspiration for becoming a 
writer in the first place, and 
that's just something he’s going 
to have to live with. 

Q: The dedications are yours, 

then, and not Anne Rice's? 

A: That’s right. Usually, I've 


dedicated a specific issue to 
those who influenced my life 
most during the time I was 
writing that particular script. 

Q: How did John Bolton come to 

be involved in the series? 

A: I had originally asked him to 
do the whole series, but when 
he found out what our time 
frame was it was impossible for 
him to fit that much work into 
his schedule. But he did want 
to work with me on this, so he 
decided to do the covers. I, for 
my part, keep him entertained 
on the phone. John and I are 
working on other things ('cause 
he’s just so damned cute!) that 
you'll be seeing in the months 
to come. 

Q: What upcoming projects are 

you working on with 
Innovation? 

A: We're working on a horror 

anthology along the lines of 
Angry Shadows but as a series 
instead of a one shot. I'm also 
president of Innovation’s 
licensing division, and am 
negotiating for the rights to 
several other popular novels. 
More than that, I can’t say right 
now.
